The State Board of Health is- 
sued the warning after receiv- 
ing reports of at least one death 
and several serious illnesses 
among workers which medical 
evidence indicated was due to 
careless use of parathion. 

Dr. Wilson T. Sowder, State 
Health officer, said today that 
“parathion is a notably effec- 
tive anti-scale and anti-insect 
spray and its use should by all 
means be continued, 
“But,” he added, “directions 
for its use should always be ob- 
served and*the necessary pre- 
cautions taken to avoid toxic 
conditions which could Jead to 
serious illness or death.” 
Containers of parathion are 
always carefully labeled with 
directions for its use, a distri- 
aid. 
“They must be followed in order 
to avoid toxic results,” he add- 
ed. 


The State Board of Health al- 
ready has warned every doc- 
tor, pharmacist and hospital. in 
Florida to be on the lookout for 
certain symptoms of suspicious 
illness, and to question such pa- 
tients—if they have been handl- 
ing parathion or if they have 
been in the vicinity where the 
spray was being applied. 

The notice which went for- 
ward to doctors warned that 
the symptoms of parathion ex- 
posure included unexplained 
headache, dizzinťss, nausea and 
occasional shortness of breath. 
The notice also outlined the re- 
commended treatment. 
Parathion, it-was explained, is 
used by citrus growers for the 
control of purple scale, Florida 
red scale, cottony-cushion scale 
and mealybugs. . 
Parathion, it was emphasized, 
is designed primarily for use 
in agriculture and on ornament-

“A recent revision of the Eur- 
opean corn borer quarantine 

promulgated by the California 
Department of Agriculture pro- 
vides for state-of-origin certifi- 
cates on such shipments even 
though the vegetables, flowers, 
or plants are produced in states 
known to be free of this pest," 
Mr, Brown said. 

Plants and plant parts known 
to be hosts to the European corn 
borer and therefore requiring 
state -of - origin ‘certificates if 
shipped to California points in- 
clude: corn, broomecorn, sorg- 
hums, and Sudan grass’ plants 
and afl parts of these plants; 
beans in the pod; beets, celery, 
bell peppers (fruits), endive, 

Swiss chard, and rhubarb (cut 
or plants with roots); flowers 
or plants of aster, chrysanthe- 
mum, calendula, cosmos, holly- 
hock, marigold, zinnia, Japanese 
hop, dahlia, and gladiolus (ex- 
cept bulbs, corms, or tubers 
without stems). 

State -of-origin certificates 
may be obtained from the State 
Plant Board, Gajnesville, Plant, 
Board nursery inspectors in var- 
ious sections of the state, or 
from Dr. R: V. Allison, Ever- 
glades Experiment Station, 
Belle Glade, Dr. George D. 
Ruehle, Sub-Tropical Experi- 
ment Station, Homestead, or Dr.

Fla. Sweet Corn Gaining 
Rapidly In Importance 


Florida sweet corn is rapidly 
becoming an important truck 
crop and was valued at $4,536, 
000 last season, the Florida 
State Chamber of Commerce 
reported yesterday. 

Virtually doubling in volume 
the past three seasons, produc- 
tion in the 1948-1949 season 
reached 3,588 carlots. Northern 
markets received 3,156 carlots 
of the Florida crop and the bal- 
ance was consumed in the 
State. 

This week's business review 
of the State Chamber's research 
and industrial division credits 
the expansion in sweet corn 
production to improved market- 
ing methods and new hybrids 
more adaptable to Florida. Im- 
mediate and continuous cool- 
ing has been found to be essen- 
al to freshness. Shucking and 
packaging before shipment, a 
practise followed by a number 
of shippers, has proven desir- 
able and is becoming more pop- 
ular as its economic advantage 
is observed. 

Last year 12,300 acres 
throughout Florida were plant- 
ed to sweet corn. Preliminary 
estimates of current plantings 
are approximately double that 
acreage but it is too early to es- 
timate the volume of the crop. 
Florida sweet “corn is sold be- 


fore competition sets in from 


other areas. 

Field corm, for many years 
Florida's largest trop from 
point of view of acreage (698, 
000 acres in 1949) was valued 
at $11,678,000 last year.
